THE SOUTHWEST MONSOON. 


On It Depends the Prosperity of Central 


IndU. 


Hyderabad, like the rest of the cen- 


ter and south of India, depends for its 
prosperity on the southwest monsoon. 
This setting is in Ceylon soon after 
the middle of May, works its way up 
the west coast, and, overcoming as it 
gains its full strength, the barrier of 
the western Ghauts, advances steadily 
across the Decani. 
Its normal date 


for reaching the Hyderabad state is 
June o. 
It continues, with the wind 


prevailing from the southwest, till be- 
yond the middle of September, when 
thet wind, gradually veering around 
by west and north to the northeast, 
brings what appears to be a return 
monsoon, but n'hat probably is the 
current of the southwest monsoon, 
which, passing from the commence- 
ment of the rains in June, up the east 
coast and thence t» the north west up 
the Gangetic valley, 
has attained 


greater strength than that which is 
then eacercised by the waning west 
coast current, and makes itself felt in 
the central province* and the south. 
To this return current Hyderabad is 
often indebted for heavy falls that 
save tho country from the scarcity 
that might follow a lack of strength 
in the original southwest current.— 
Engineering Magazine.

They certainly realize that 
in ideal man, or state of society ean- 
ot be obtained in a minute, or by the 
urn of a hand, hence they strive, by 
assisting man to earn better wages 
and thereby infuse more life into the

more liberal patronage; also to shorten 
lis own hours of toil—-giving him 
more rest fa'orn labor aud the preser- 
vation of his physical powers—thus 
enabling him to properly feed and 
clothe himself and his family, and to 
devote more of his time to thought 
and study.

Third—Any parent or guardian may 


be summoned for permitting his child 
to habitually break said by-laws, after 
having been warned in writing, and may 
b« fined for the first offense one dollar, 
without costs, and for the second of- 
fense two dollars, and for a third, or 
any subsequent offense, five dollars.
